Tho Gary Meeting. 

Pursuant to publio notice, a mi ctiu^ ol' 
Mr. . Cary^s ■ friends and supporiiir.s, wns 
held last everting at the New Mti.-iic Iliill, t" 
listeii'lo^aniexposilion of that getjtlciiiau'.s 
political -yiftwii.;';i'll. Ni Tliain, Esq., was 
calje'd " tV^-)bef|CHair, ],,an^ iptroduoed the 
orator.'of.Jhe;ey6tijjng/ who'probeeded to dis- 
cuss ill a voluble bti't most superficial 
manner, a few of,the -leading topics before 
the oounlry. Touching first upon the sub- 
jeofof-fesponsihle government, he b^trajed 
an iunoraiice as asloiii-shini,' an it was iiie.v- 
cilsatile. lli^-^poiisibility lo the Crown in- 
stead of respDiisibility tollia pu ople, appe^ued 
to be his only idea of it. Small comfort 
does.il yield to iho.se who have intelligent 
views on this point, to be told that Mr. 
Attorney General is solely and directly 
responsible to the Imperial government for 
every act framed for the government of the

Next came Registration.j -Mr [Gary's 
plan is to do uway with Deeds, have land 
held like personal property, and all evidence 
of sale or mortgage supplied by the Regis- 
trar's books, A system vrholly destitute of 
checks, and leaving the owner of properly 
quit^destiluto of portable prbo^ of owner- 
Cship. The true plan is, unquestionably, to 
have registration of deeds and mortgages, a 
certificate of .such registration, with the 
day and time of day when made, endorsed 
on the instrument. It is surprising indeed 
thai a legal gemlevnan of Mr. Gary's stand- 
ing and preteiisiQus should have proposed so 
imperfect and defective a scheme. 

Direct ta.vation was the nail vocated ; but 
along with it a most iinwiee measure, 
against which the people of this Colony will 
do well to set their faces like a flint ; — 
raising money for public improvements by 
going into debt. ■ .With-^jildicious manage- 
ment property can^'be' secured fast enough, 
without this terrible incubus on a young 
country. 

State aid to religion was explicitly dis- 
avowed, and law reform promised. On the 

latter topic some good hits were made at the 
present system, especially at the same 
Judge presidini^ in law and ecjuity : issuing 
injunctions one day against his own prone- 
duie the day before His relations to the 
11. B. Co. were next laki'u i;p, and the 
moiZi/.v operandi of his appoiiitmeril a,s Attor- 
ney General narralei!. While trying to show 
his own independence of the Company, it 
would'havB' been well to have demoostrated 
that of Sir< Hugh C&irns. His allusion to Jhe 
• raaHeribfr'bVibes'Vas'extreroeiy virlnerable,; 
leaviiig' hira"' quite ;bp^ to the remark, 
« you're fishing." Marvellous ignorance, of 
the financial affairs of the Coloay was 
shown, and - the claim of the H. B. Co. 
denied. , . 

The chief argument for his election seemed 
to be the fact that lie is Attorney General. 
That his presence in the House was nece*- 
' sary-to give legal opinions, and mould the 
measures that may become law. There is 
however no Hlrength in this aryu rnenl. Mr. 
Gary's opinion on leyal qiieslioii.s con-iccletl 
with lefjishilioii, oiiglit lo be sun^ht in some 
more deliUerale manner, than by an adroit 
antl furtive e.vchange of iMrried iiute.-* amid 
debate. It is his oliicial duty to give the.<e 
opinions. Dues Mr. Gary mean,, to say he 
will refuee to give them unless he is made a 
member of the llouse ? ' II is . arrogating a 
good deal to suppose that he alone of all 
the legi^ldnd other giintletnen in the colony, 
can'pbiflf bti't' wise methods of legislation. 
Indeed aft r the e.vtiibilion of Icgishilive 
■capacity and Siaiestnausliip furnished last 
^.veiling, it is very clear that Mr. Gary's 
absence from the house will not be se- 
verely felt. Whatever his ability as a law- 
yer, l]^is poorly qualified to act as a legis- 
lator. Ts'ol only was this (leiiion.''lrateil hy his 
total ignorance of the very import of tlie term 
rospuiisible iiovertitneni, hut by the huiiiilia- 
ling co(lfl^s,^ion thai lie hail na views on sncli 
grave questions as reuiiirocily belweeii these 
colonies and the United Stales, the riielhud 
jof qodstituting a Legislative Council, the 
.general features of an act of Town ineorpora- 
tion etc. To plead want of colonial (..v- 
'perienoe on such points, is to confess nniit- 
.aess for parliamentary hoiiors. But even 
. thU,jhi)mi|iaiting confession does jiot cover 
„the''ca80. There is inoxCu'siiblo lack of 
'koowlcdgo ns well as lanientublc wont of 
<oionial experience. Has Mr. Gary rciid 
nothing about rceii)roeity bi'twiioii the Can- 
adaa and the United StatcH V What docs he 
mean' by telling us that it will be time enough 
to discuss these things when we have cum- 
inoditics to trade with ? To Uic'iition but 
one, there is our coal which with a rociprn- 
oity treaty mig'ht at onoo bocomo an active 
and remunerative article of oomnioroe. In 
referoncoto tho mod6 of ooristituting a Legis- 
;lntivo Council, tho worthy candidate was 
wholly at fault, when tho chairman kmdly 
assisted him 'with the suggostiun that the 
wembors would bo nppoin tod by letters pa- 
tent I ' -As to town Inoorporatibn, Mr. Gary's 



opinions nro indofinitoly postponed until tho 
arrival of documonts'frbm England, Cnnndn, 
and the United States for which ho has writ- 
ten. A simple cominon-sonse system can ho 
put in operation without waiting for nil this 
enliglitennioiit to como tn one who Iniasts 
that he has had to do with tho acta of inoor- 
l)orati()n of so^oral of the largest towns in 
K 11 gland. 

Ml'. Gary's supporters must have felt highly 
gratilied at tho disinterested putriotisiii of 
their ciuidiihite. Utterly disgusted with 
Hi'itisli Gidunibia, that "barren and desnhife 
region," as ho flatteringly.. described it, bo 
had settled down in Vancouver Island, be- 
cause he could do bettor hero, and his affec- 
tions were hero. Hoca'me *otit here to'make 
money, and when ho could hot 'miikb as much 
here as he could wli'eiice ho caniOi ho would 
retnrn I Ho hoped however to take back with 
him the uh's'ullie'd reputation ho had brought 
here. 

JIaiiy most important topics wore, left ut- 
terly untouched, and but for a number of 
leading questions, the address would have 
been a jicrfoct, fizzle. As it was, the pro- 
ceedings of the evening dnmoii itrateil Mr. 
Gary to be an asi)iring, self-ooiilidont. ener- 
getic young man, sadly. destitute of political 
knowledge arid' bVioad viQW8"bf constittitional 
govcrinnont in accordance with tho expressed 
will of the people. Ten years hence, if he 
is patient and diligent,he may creditably fill 
n position for which ho is at present wholly 
unqualified. 

The meeting passed off without indecorous 
noise, and however much the speaker may 
have fiiilcd to meotand handle manfully the 
questions of the day, he must have the creiiit 
of showing no little good nature, and mnking 
some very witty repartees. Good humor and 
wit, bfiwever, form but a 'slondor stock in 
trade for a statesman. ' '

Identified lis I am with dlommercc, f parncsfly 
desire to see ibis Port made a great Emporium (or 
liritish and ICiirnpean manufaclirreJ, whence the 
innrkcts on ihii coast, including also those of the 
■Sandwicb Islands, Northern China, and tho 
Amour countries may be supplied. Our geogra- 
phical position, with Capital and Free Trade t6 
hack it, I am satisfied would establish that cheap- 
ness here which is tho attracting and governing 
power of Commerce In our Forests, Fisheries, 
Coal nnd other Minerals, wc have resources tn 
furnish larfre exports, and to return cargoes of our 
own producing, if properly eueoura|;ed. 

The Becipronity Treaty existing bctweea Canada 
and the United States should be extended to this 
side, between us and our neighbors. 
■We need an Ocean Mail Service. 
This Town must be Incorporated with Gas and 
AVatcr privileges, reserved i'or itj special benefit. 

Our I.'shind should be thornughly explored, the 
OoTernnient Lands disposed nf liberally to artual 
settlers, and the iiroceeils applied to the making 
of Roads, and the aiding of immi«ra'ion, with the 
preference given to respectable females. 

In dealing with our finances, we must seek to 
uphold and establish our Colonial credit. I have 
heard it slated that we have the incubus of a Debt 
to begin with. It is a British maxim that you 
cannot dispose of a nan's property without his 
consent. I am not aware that the Parliament of 
this Colony has ever voted supplies for which it 
had not provided ways and mcani. If, therefore, 
the Hudson's Day Company cl.ilm' any debt as now 
due to thein, they must seek redress from the 
proper quarter ; for my part, I pledge myself 
most empSatKially to resist upon cnpstitutiunal 
^.'rounds, the payment of any such claim by the 
People of this Colony. ^ 

I advocate ti'ie collection of tin- Rcvciiue by Di- 
rect Taxation, charged upon Property, and not 
upon industry. Our expenditure must be regu- 
lated by strict economy. 

'•he present Franchise Act, I regard as a tem- 
porary measure, wholly insulficient for the require- 
ments of a new Colony. 

In relation to tho many other important ques- 
tions of the day— such as the support of Churches, 
Schools, Asylums and Prisons— the adoption of a 
Kegistration Act for Lands, &c., &c., I will post- 
pone their discussion until I shall liavft the plea- 
sure of personally meeting you, when I will ex- 
plain my views on these and other subjects in
